To avoid giving a gift that keeps on 
giving this Christmas, Alberta 
Health Services is warning people 
to wash their hands in the wake of 
a rash of city Norovirus cases. 

“Christmas is a great time for 
fiiends and family to get together, 
a lot of us travel, and there’s oppor¬ 
tunity and sometimes higher risks 


associated with travelling and 
increased contact,” said Dr. Chris 
Sikora, Edmonton zone medical 
officer of health. 

Since November, 64 “clusters,” 
or groups, have been infected or 
suspected of infection in the 
Edmonton area. 

“This year we have had more 


numbers of more of these clusters 
as compared to previous years,” 
explained Sikora. 

He urged Edmontonians to wash 
their hands before and after using 
the bathroom, prior to preparing 
food, and to avoid those who exhib¬ 
it gastrointestinal S3miptoms.

Homicides. Edmonton shat¬ 
tered it’s own record with 
45 homicides, stretching 
police to the limit. 

Arena. Council gave a new 
downtown arena the 
thumbs up. Although 
$100 million still needs to 
be found, land has been 
purchased and a design is 
underway. 

Indy. After cancelling the 
event late in 2010, the city 
signed a deal with Octane 
Motorsports in Januaiy to 
host it through 2013. 

Snow. Last winter led to the 
revamping of the city’s 
snow policy. More 
equipment was purchased 
and a seasonal parking ban 
was put into place — first 
enacted in November. 
Occupy. Protesters set up 
camp in a private park 
downtown on Oct. 15 and 
were booted by police Nov. 
25. They have vowed to set 
up again in 2012. 

Airport. Vancouver firm 
Perkins -i- Will was picked 
from five finahsts in June 
to redevelop the City Cen¬ 
tre Airport lands into a sus¬ 
tainable community for 
30,000 over the next 
decade. 

Museum. After yanking $92 
million from a new Royal 
Alberta Museum, the feder¬ 
al government gave back 
the funds weeks later. 
Transit. Metro revealed in 
April that transit from the 
city to the ELA was back on 
the table. A March 2012 
start was approved late 
this year. Council approved 
a 5.4 per cent tax hike 
since 4.5 per cent meant 
cutting everything from 
transit hours to flower 
planting.

Dianne MacLean spoke 
to about 600 people at the 
funeral — many of them 
ball players wearing team 
caps and holding baseballs 
— as Mitch's father Irwin, 
also a baseball player and a 
coach, gently held her. 

Her poem titled Last 
Time at the Plate described 
Mitch’s battle with a pitch¬ 
er that ends with him 
stroking a fast ball into the 
bleachers and rounding the 
bases into the arms of his 
teammates.

Across the country in 
2008, the last year statis¬ 
tics on drunk driving 
crashes was available, 
impairment-related 
crashes caused 1,162

That year, 196,845 
crashes cost $21.6 
billion, while Alberta’s 
portion came in around 
$3 billion. 

From 1999 to 2008,

Drunk driving deaths 
still plague Alberta 


In 2008, Alberta had the 
second-highest number of 
impaired driving fatalities, 
according to Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving sta¬ 
tistics for the last year data 
was available. 

Of 1,162 people killed 
by impaired driving crash¬ 
es, 201 were in this 
province. 

Susan Semotiuk, who 
does outreach work with 
MADD to impaired driving 
offenders and victims, said 
the message of the perils 
of drunk driving is still 
falling short. 

She hesitates using sta¬ 
tistics, because those num¬ 
bers represent lives lost. 


B nAccording to 
• i 2008 stats, 

MADD estimates 
impaired driving kills 
3.7 to 4.4 people a day 
nationwide. 

“There’s a lot of people 
who should be here, but 
they’re not because of 
drinking and driving or 
drugs,” said Semotiuk, 
pointing to a wall of pho¬ 
tos in the organization’s 
office of people who died 
at the hands of someone 
driving while impaired. 

One of smiling faces on 
the wall is her four-year- 
old grandson, Mikey.

For the 13th year in a row, 
Susan Semotiuk will place 
the presents she bought 
for her grandson Michael 
on his headstone instead of 
under the Christmas tree. 

On April 11, 1998, 

Michael, or Mikey as he 
was called, was killed 
when a drunk driver ran a 
stop sign, T-boning the car 
the boy and his parents 
were travelling in. 

“The guy was 31 years 
old and had a fight with 
his girlfriend, and grabbed 
her keys,”Semotiuk said of 
the driver who caused the 
deadly Leduc crash. 

“(Michael) would have 
been 18 this year,” she 
said, through tears. 

Her daughter still suf¬ 
fers from AC joint and hip 
injuries suffered in the 
crash.

She’s had two more 
sons, but never forgets 
how her first son’s life was 
cut tragically short. 

Both women now chan¬ 
nel their grief into work¬ 
ing for Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD), 
tiying to spread word of 
the risks of drinking and 
driving. 

“It just brings that day 
up all over again, but 1 
won’t quit. I’m his voice 
now,” said Susan. 

Michael would have had 
two younger brothers, 
aged 7 and 5, who don’t 
understand why their big 
brother isn’t around, said 
Susan. 

“It was so senseless. His 
brothers will never get to 
know him.”

Spanish lotto win gives 
tiny town needed boost 


O One cash-strapped town has won the world’s biggest lottery, raking in a 
combined $940M US O The top prize was split between 1,800 ticket holders 


A tiny town of 2,000 in 
cash-strapped Spain found 
itself richer by $940 miUion 
US on Thursday after scoop¬ 
ing the top prize in the 
country’s famed Christmas 
lotteiy. 

Billed as the world’s rich¬ 
est, the lotteiy dishes out 
some $3.29 billion to win¬ 
ners across the country. 

The top prize — dubbed 
El Gordo (The Fat One) — 
was split among the hold¬ 
ers of tickets bearing the 
number 58268. The num¬ 
ber appeared on 1,800 tick¬ 
ets, giving winners 
$522,000 for their $26 tick¬ 
et. 

The state lotteiy agency 


said all 1,800 tickets with 
that number were sold in 
the town of Granen, located 
in the arid and barren 
northeastern Los Monegros 
area. 

The news brought the 
town’s residents out onto 
the street to dance, sing, 
hug each other and spray 
sparkling wine all over. 

“It’s brilliant!” Pilar Aza- 
gra, who runs the town’s 
lotteiy store, told Spanish 
National Television. She ap¬ 
peared a bit stunned. “I 
haven’t had time to react, 
the number came out and 
then people started flock¬ 
ing to the shop,” she said, 
adding that many in her 


family had bought tickets. 

Azagra said the windfall 
was more than welcome as 
several companies in Gra¬ 
nen had closed because of 
the economic crisis forcing 
many residents to seek em¬ 
ployment in neighbouring 
towns and cities. 

Spain is struggling to 
emerge from a near two- 
year recession that has left 
it with a eurozone-high 
21.5 per cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate. 

Other lotteries have larg¬ 
er individual top prizes but 
El Gordo is ranked as the 
world’s richest for the total 
sum paid out.

A wave of 16 bombings 
ripped across Baghdad 
Thursday, killing at least 
69 people in the worst vi¬ 
olence in Iraq for months. 
The apparently co-ordi¬ 
nated attacks struck days 
after the last American 
forces left the country 
and in the midst of a ma¬ 
jor government crisis be¬ 
tween Shiite and Sunni 
politicians that has sent 
sectarian tensions soar¬ 
ing.

Richard: Mark, there is on¬ 
ly one must-see out of all 
the dozens of film and TV 
versions of the Charles 
Dickens classic and that’s 
the 1951 Alastair Sim ver¬ 
sion. Nearly perfect in 
every way, it is a tale of re¬ 
demption that confirms 
the fundamental spiritual 
nature of Christmas itself 
In other words, it makes us 
feel good. Accept no substi¬ 
tutes. If, however, you’ve al¬ 
ready seen it this year or 
you’re allergic to black and 
white movies, there are al¬ 
ternatives. 

MB: Richard, you are so 
right. The movie HAS to be 
in black and white to 


make us feel the spirit of 
Dickensian deprivation. 
It’s the classic. But grow¬ 
ing up in a Jewish house¬ 
hold, it didn’t have any 
importance to me as a 
child. 1 discovered it much 
later, and was transfixed 
by its narrative power and 
perfectly gloomy mood. 
May 1 contrast this with 
the Jim Carrey version? 
Now that’s a movie with 
no sense of mysteiy, and a 
buffoonish interpretation 
of the lead character. 1 feel 
sorry for children who 
grow up with this bloated, 
CGl-laden excuse for a clas¬ 
sic. Richard, please don’t 
tell me you like it! 


RC: Before 1 saw the Jim 
Carrey version of A Christ¬ 
mas Carol 1 wondered why 
remake a stoiy that has 
been done so often and so 
well in the past. I’ve seen it 
and I’m still wondering. 
The weirdly lifeless anima¬ 
tion was creepy, akin to a 
Christmas stoiy performed 
by zombies. 

MB: Let me praise Bill Mur¬ 
ray’s version Scrooged. It’s 
far from authentic, light 
years away from Dickens, 
but it makes its points in a 
veiy modem way. Bill Mur¬ 
ray is great in it, and the 
writing is sharp and satiri¬ 
cal. Setting it in the milieu 
of the television industry 


obviously changes the 
mood of the original, but as 
long as you see the movie 
as an interesting and suc¬ 
cessful riff upon the origi¬ 
nal stoiy, and not as a 
substitute for it, it’s a great 
movie for the season. 

RC: 1 agree. It’s become a 
must see for me every year. 
Although 1 don’t have to 
see The Muppets Christmas 
Carol every year, it is a treat 
to see Michael Caine as 
Scrooge. 1 also like the mu¬ 
sical Scrooge with Albert 
Finney in the lead. 

MB: I’ve never seen it! 1 
sure hope they gave Tiny 
Tim a tap solo.

Canadian teams have 
reached the final of this 
tournament every year 
for the last decade and 
won half of them. Fair or 
not, Canadians have 
come to depend on seeing 
their country in the 
championship game. 

So the biggest 
challenge Canada’s 2012 
edition faces is avoiding a 
sense of entitlement in 
this tournament. 

On the back of the 
players’ T-shirts during 
selection camp in Calgary 
earlier this month was 
the slogan “earned, not 
given.” 

“There’s no rule that 
we deserve gold every 
year,” Canadian head 
coach Don Hay said.
